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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As per amendment to the independent device 
claim, the examiner must conduct a new search and further consider the limitation that both ends of the elongated structure are covered by 
a second material. As per the independent claim (before after final amendment), "capability" was the main search focus. Furthermore, as 
noted by examiner in reading applicant's amendments/arguments, that the applicant does not argue/disagree that Banin's prior art 
reference is capable of having both ends covered. 

As per applicant's remarks of independent method claim number 68 in pg. 9-10 stating, "It would be well appreciated by one of ordinary skill 
in the art that Banin's method relied upon by the examiner does not permit the formation of a rod having both of its ends bonded to 
nanozones...". However examiner specifically notes that claim 68 states, "...nanostructures bearing at least one nanozone on at least one 
end portion of said at least one elongated structure" therefore the claim does not state the necessity of "both ends" being covered (instead 
the claim only requires one end covered) and therefore argument is considered moot. Examiner encourages that the amendment made to 
device claim also be made to method claim. 

Currently the claims filed 6 August, 2009 stand rejected in final office action dated 28 October, 2009.
